Town to help with music festival traffic study 


determined that the existing 
road network in and around 
Niagara-on-the-Lake could 
handle extra traffic for the fes¬ 
tival, but several people 
opposed to the project protest¬ 
ed the study did not cover 
enough ground. 

That same study also recom¬ 
mended a number of measures 
to alleviate traffic on nearby 
roadways, including reducing 
the number of parking spaces 
at the proposed site from 2,000 
to 1,500, and said more work is 
needed on several issues. 

In a letter Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs received earlier this 
month, Robert Weese, chair of 
the Project Niagara board of 
directors, said he recognizes 
there is still much work to be 
done on traffic and parking 
and how it will be managed “in 
order to respect the existing 
ambience and heritage nature 
of the town.” 

Weese acknowledged the 
concerns of residents in the 
Chautauqua and Garrison 
Village nieghbourhoods 


regarding visitors using their 
streets as shortcuts and as con¬ 
venient places to park. 

In his letter, Weese asked the 
town to work with Project 
Niagara to develop a plan that 
will meet everyone’s needs. 

In approving a town recom¬ 
mendation to convene coun¬ 
cil’s parking and traffic com¬ 
mittee to work with Project 
Niagara, council also voted to 
have concerned residents 
involved in the study. 

Project Niagara proponents 
are hoping to receive funding 
from the province and the fed¬ 
eral government for the next 
stage of the design, develop¬ 
ment and construction of the 
festival, with an opening target 
date of 2012, on the condition 
that a traffic and parking man¬ 
agement plan will be complet¬ 
ed to the satisfaction of the

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Council moves ahead on proposed school property, B&B issues and town dock zoning

the board can go ahead 
with its plans to build a 
new elementary school.

narrow the issues regard¬ 
ing their appeal. 

The Niagara River 
Coalition has appealed the 
“holding” provision on the 
dock, saying it will allow 
for the existing use, the jet 
boat operation, to contin¬ 
ue, and doesn’t recognize 
the conservation designa¬ 
tion of the property in the 
town’s Official Plan. 


The B&B Association 
has appealed the number 
of rooms, parking spaces, 
amenity space and other 
issues in the town’s B&B 
bylaw. 

As the planning report 
recommends, the town will 
continue to meet with 
association members to 
address their concerns, 
some of which are related 
to zoning and others 
which are addressed in the 
B&B licensing bylaw.

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Sotheby’s real estate trailer stays put, with landscaping and fire-resistant wall 


Glenn and Nancy Brazeau have 
been through a lot in the last 
month, ever since a devastating 
fire ravished their Sotheby’s real 
estate office on Queen Street. 

At Monday’s council meeting, 
members of the community ral¬ 
lied and spoke to councillors on 
behalf of Sotheby’s regarding the 
site of their new home in a trailer 
beside Niagara Home Bakery. 

Last week, a planning staff 
report said the temporary trailer 
was not in accordance with some 
town bylaws, including front and 
side setbacks, and that it should 
be moved to comply. 

The report also stated the trail¬ 
er’s “proportions, height, facade 


elements and overall appearance 
do not complement or enhance 
adjacent historic buildings.” 

A heritage permit was issued to 
the Brazeaus, provided they com¬ 
ply with a 10-foot front setback in 
order to “reinforce its temporary 
nature ... and blend in more qui- 

supporters asked council¬ 
lors to reconsider the recommen¬ 
dation made by planning staff. 

One of those who spoke was 
Lisa Simpson from Simpson’s 
Pharmacy. She referenced a fire 
that gutted the family business, 
and the fact that the Simpsons 
continued to operate their busi¬ 
ness out of a trailer, as Sotheby’s 

She said the trailer shouldn’t be 
seen as an eyesore to the Old 
Town, and instead fits in quite 


well with the rest of the buildings. 

“I walk my dog down Queen 
Street every day and the first time 
I saw [the trailer] I thought, 
‘Wow, what a great job they have 
done in creating an office space’,” 
she said. 

“As a fellow business owner, I 
would implore council to please 
allow them to get on with then- 
business and allow it to thrive.” 

The Brazeaus have already told 
councillors that moving the trail¬ 
er to comply with the bylaws 
would be detrimental to their 
business and that removing the 
front landscaping as suggested by 
planning staff would make the 
trailer stand out even more. 

“In the past week, whether I 
walked down the street, went to 
the bank, went grocery shopping 
or ate at a restaurant, it has been 


what a remarkable job we did in 
making the trailer fit in and how 
nice it looks,” said Nancy Bailey 
Brazeau. 

She suggested a compromise to 
the planning staff recommenda- 

What she offered, and what 
council later approved, was that 
the trailer be allowed the zero- 
foot front setback with landscap¬ 
ing and that the Brazeaus apply a 
three-quarter inch fire-rated dry- 
wall for fire resistance. 

Councillor Dennis Dick defend¬ 
ed Stephen Bedford and the 
planning staff, saying they were 
just doing their job to enforce 
bylaws.

Fellow councillor Terry Flynn 
suggested a motion to allow the 
trailer to remain for no longer 
than 10 months with the stipula¬ 
tions the Brazeaus agreed upon. 

“I’m absolutely happy with the 
decision made,” said Brazeau fol¬ 
lowing the meeting 

“I was looking for a compro¬ 
mise and I think we worked one 
out. I, in no way, have any hard 
feelings toward the planning 
department as they were just 
doing their job. The process 
worked, I had the chance to tell 
my story and it makes me feel 
good knowing I have that kind of 
support.”

And she must have been 
right—25 years later, the store 
dedicated to all things 
Christmas is still going strong, 
and Kay is still having fun. 

“People have such positive 
memories of Christmas,” she 

“We don’t see too many 
Grinches. Christmas or the 
thought of Christmas usually 
puts people in a good mood.” 

The Woodfines started 
small, taking the middle third 
of the building they had pur¬ 
chased and renovated, renting 
out the remaining portion to 
two other stores. But after 
about five years, they were 
ready to expand. 

Since then, there have been 
renovations, and different 
lines of ornaments have come 
and gone, but the store that 
celebrates Christmas has not 
changed substantially. 

Whatever the time of year, 
Just Christmas continues to 
sell just about everything to 
do with Christmas. 

The cozy boutique attracts 
loyal customers all year long, 
and leading up to the holiday 
sees many local residents who 
come back year after year for 
that special tree ornament or 
decoration to the store that 
helps families create 
Christmas memories. 

While Kay still loves the 
holiday, she doesn’t do much 
in the way of decorating her 
own home— “it’s the case of 
the shoemaker and the 
shoes,” she says—there just 
isn’t time.

“We have many people who 
come to us looking for some¬ 
thing specific, and we usually 
have it.

Christmas—then it’s time for 
the Boxing Day sale. And by 
the first week in January, the 
gift shows, which Kay visits to 
find out what is new and dif¬ 
ferent for next year, begin. 

“We spend most of the win¬ 
ter months buying for the 
next year, always looking for 
something original or differ- 

But the busy days subside 
after Boxing Day, and there is 
at least time to catch her 
breath before it begins all 
over again, she says. 

The last five years have 
been less busy on the street, 
with the drop in tourism, 
especially US visitors, and 
while Christmas can always 
be counted on, Just Christmas 
is not immune to the effects 
of the economy. 

There is less traffic and 
many of those who do come 
to visit are looking for bar¬ 
gains, Kay says. 

“It affects everybody, but 
it’s still a beautiful town, 
especially at Christmas.”

So much to be considered when it’s time to choose a new toilet

We recently went look¬ 
ing for a new toilet. 

In doing so I thought of 
my sister’s family in a 
department store bath¬ 
room display area. They 
found my very young 
niece in the middle of the 
display on a toilet swing¬ 
ing her feet back and 
forth. She was asking 
where the toilet paper 

Buying a toilet used to 
be so simple. A person 
went to the store, took one 
home and installed it. 


They were all white and 
looked the same. 

Today, there are so 
many different colours, 
tank sizes, shapes, styles 
and types. 

Conventional toilets use 
13 to 18 litres of water per 
flush. The low flow or 
dual flows use four or six 

There are vacuum flush, 
low water remote, and 
waterless self-contained. 

None of these are 
acceptable for our new 
bathroom. 


We decided on a low 
flow six-litre flush model 
for several reasons. 

Less water is consumed 
resulting in reduced levels 
of waste water generated. 
There is less strain on the 
sewage and water treat¬ 
ment facilities. 

Consequently there is less 
impact on our waterways 
and environment. And of 
course, the less water we 
use the better for our 
pocket books too. 

We could be looking at a 
saving of as much as 66 
per cent in flushed water 
and a reduction of 30 per 
cent of your indoor water 

Check your bills to see 
the water and waste water 
charges. 


There are several ways 
to cut down on water use 
without installing new 
equipment. 

Do not flush unneces¬ 
sarily. Toilets are not 
waste baskets. 

Some people do not 
flush the toilet after num¬ 
ber one, only when it is 
number two if you know 
what I mean. 

Check for leaks. Place a 
few drops of food colour¬ 
ing in the tank. If it finds 
its way to the bowl then 
you have a leak. Most 
problems can be easily 
fixed. 

If the ceiling below the 
washroom becomes 
stained then you know 
you have a bigger prob- 


A water dam can be 
installed in the tank, sav¬ 
ing about five litres per 
flush. Or suspend a plastic 
bottle or bag filled with 
water in the toilet tank. 
These devices are simple. 

An outhouse in urban 
areas is pushing the limits 
of the environmentally 
conscious. However, a 
composting outhouse at 
the cottage might be inter- 

Grants are available 
through the provincial and 
federal governments. One 
must be a participant and 
meet the criteria for the 
Ontario Energy Savings 
Program. 

Some manufacturers are 
finally getting wise and 
selling units seats and all. 


We went to do our bath¬ 
room shopping. There I 
am sitting on a toilet in the 
display window of a 
plumbing and heating 
store. No folks, I was not 
swinging my legs or asking 
for toilet paper. 

I was checking the 
height for comfort. 

Use a small amount of 
good quality toilet paper 
or a green type of paper. 

I have heard a com¬ 
plaint that sometimes 
solids do not go down in 
one flush. Two flushes are 
still better than the con¬ 
ventional toilet. 

Kathy’s tip of the week: 
We are fortunate to have 
an abundant supply of 
clean water. Do not take 
it for granted.
